ASSEMBLY TO 
PROBE "PIKE" 
SAFETY LAWS 


Harrisburg 
(JP)—The Legisla- 


ture today stepped into the con- 
troversy surrounding the • safety 
record of the Pennsylvania Turn- 
pike. 


With no fanfare at all, the law- 


makers voted to investigate the 
safety regulations of the 327-mile 
superhighway which saw the 1952 
fatality toll reach an all-time high 
of 82. 
The House completed action last 


night on a joint resolution which 
passed the Senate last week. The 
resolution calls for appointment of 
a 10-man legislative committee to 
probe turnpike safety. Its mem- 
bers were expected 
to be ap- 


pointed within a few days. 


The committee is empowered to 


find out what is information and 
what is misinformation concerning 
the turnpike's "safety factor for 
vehicular traffic." 


Sen. 
John H. Dent (D.-West- 


moreland), who co-sponsored the 
resolution with Sen. Rowland B. 
Mahany (R.-Crawford), said the 
committee will study the question 
of establishing* a barrier at the 
medial strip between opposing 
lanes of traffic. 


The 70 miles an hour speed lim- 
it, long a target Of criticism by 
Col. 
C. M. Wilhem, state police 


commissioner, also will be-part of 
the probe. 


Meanwhile, the House put off 
until next week a vote pn adminis- 
tration-backed legislation to set up 
machinery to revamp Pennsyl- 
vania's Constitution for the first 
time since 1874.

posed the three-month sentence. 


Two New Jersey state prison 


guards accompanied Adonis, whose 
real name is Joseph Doto, into 
court, and hustled hi mback to the 
prison in Trenton after the judge 
made his ruling. 


A defense request that the three- 


month sentence run concurrently 
"with the state prison term was re- 
jected by Judge McGohey. 


Judge McGohey decided that 


Adonis was guilty on one count of 
a 16-count indictment.

Stevenson to Lunch 
With Eisenhower 
And Congressmen 


Washington 
(JP) — Adlai 
E. 


Stevenson, in a listening mood, 
goes to the White House today for 
a conference with President Eisen- 
hower and lunch with a score of 
members of Congress. 


The 1952 Democratic presidential 


nominee, moving through, a- round 
of capital conferences with his 
patty's members, was open to, a 
possible, presidential suggestion 
that he report back his findings in 
a world tour 'on which he will em- 
bark March 2. 


But Stevenson made it plain in 


advance that any suggestion of 
that sort will have to come from 
Eisenhower. 


The two men, who traded veibal 


punches in the 1952 campaign, 
planned to sit down for a 30-min- 
ute chat before they join Republi- 
can and Demociatic lawmakers for 
lunch. 


Stevenson said that in meetings 


with House and Senate Democrats 
yesterday he found the spirits of 
his party's members so high "that 
I wonder we lost the election." 


Some Democrats who didn't sup- 


port Stevenson in the election— 
notably Senators Byrd of Virginia, 
Daniel of Texas and McCarran of 
Nevada—were absent when Stev- 
enson met 34 of the Senate's 47 
Democrats. 


'SILENT ABOUT 
AN EMBARGO 
OF RED CHINA 


Washington (AP) —Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said today 
that he personally is not giv- 
ing consideration at this 
time to the question of either 
an embargo or a blockade of 
Red China. His news confer- 
ence statement left open the 
possibility that they were 
under study by other govern- 
ment officials. 


The matter of possible new 


moves against the Chinese 
Communists was brought up 
several times in this first 
meeting Eisenhower has had 
with reporters since taking"" 
office. 


On the first occasion, the Presi- 


dent was asked whether he was 
giving any consideration to impo- 
sition of either an embargo or & 
naval blackade of Red China. 


He replied the matter had not 


been discussed with him, except— 
as he put it—in the newspapers. 


A few minutes later, a reporter 


brought up the subject again, say- 
ing he wanted to make sure ha 
•understood the President. 


Did the President 
mean that 


neither a blockade nor an embargo 
had been discussed at all? the 
newsman asked. 


Eisenhower said such steps had 


not been brought up officially, to 
him. 


Seeking clarification, a reporter 


asked whether the situation was 
that Eisenhower personally 
had 


given no consideration to such ac- 
tion. 


The President replied that wa» 


right—no consideration by him. 


Then-he-went on^to say £e sup- 


posed the subject had been under 
consideration in several 
depart- 


ments of government. He did not 
specify the departments. 


Today's news conference brought 


out a crowd of 256. 


The conference room in the old 


State Department building which 
seats 215, was jammed to the 
doors. 


The attendance compares with 


a record of 347 for a presidential 
news conference—set at the first 
meeting President Truman 
had 


with reporters. 


However, the White House had 


taken steps to limit the attendance 
&t today's meeting. It barred most 
of the government public relation* 
men, 
always a sizeable group aft 


previous presidential news confer- 
ences. 


As it was, some reporters were 


unable to get in today.

Governor Issues a Directive Clarifying 
Type of News Released To Be Cleared 


Harrisburg (JP)—Gov. John S. 


Fine today limited to "administra- 
tion policy only" the type of state 
government news releases which 
must be cleared by his office. 


In new orders to state officials 


under his jurisdiction, he said of- 
ficial departmental activities are 
to be given "free access to the 
press so far as factual data is con- 
cerned." 


"This step is taken to insure 


that the public is given informa- 
tion factually, correctly and accur- 
ately," the governor added.

ority has requested 


In tracing those old deeds it was 


found that a half 
interest 
had 


never been transfeired from Aaron 
Francis to Emmett Putnam when 
the latter purchased the grist mill 
from Francis who had built and 
operated the mill 
Putnam 
first 


purchased a half interest in the 
mill and property around the dam 
and operated the mill as a partner 
with Fiancis but later he bought 
the entire property.

The tree spaivows are now regular customers at 


most biid-leeding stations; and on a warm, sunny 
afternoon the tiee sparrows will occasionally pay 
for his meals with sweet song, somewhat rasping 
ill tone at this time of year but still with an unmis- 
takable canary quality. As days grow warmer, the 
song will grow sweeter. 


Along with this patron one will occasionally see 


the field sparrows, though most of them are resident 
farther south at this time of year. The field spar- 
row and the tree sparrow look, at first glance, much 
alike, both having the same ruddy cap, the same 
white wing bars, the same gray throats. But the 
tree sparrow is a trifle larger and he has a single 
dark spot on his breast, a single button on his weskit, 
while the field sparrow has no buttons at all. 


Both are migiants, and the tree sparrow soon 


will be moving north again. It nests in the extreme 
north, just below the tundra along the Arctic coast. 
It winters on occasion as far south as South Caro- 
lina, but seems 1o like this area. The field sparrow 
is a less hardy bird, nesting not much farther north 
than Quebec and wintering as far 
south as 


Louisiana. 


The tree sparrow at this time of year often flies 


with the juncos. Mixed flocks are seen on brushy 
hillsides and in river bottoms and working on the 
weed heads of old pastures and fence rows. At the 
feeding station they are less skittish than the juncos, 
almost as tame at times as the chickadees. They 
are always welcome, doubly so in February when they 
begin to sing on a fine day. Their song can't compare 
with that of a song sparrow or a white-throat, but 
is a sweet song and any bird song is doubly sweet 
in February. 


ADVICE TO MIDDLE AGED 


No matter how many years you've been driving a 


car, and you are past 40, you should drive ten miles 
an hour slower than you drove when you were 30—at 
least on the open highway. 


Heeding this warning says Dr. Paul H. Fluck, 


New Jersey physician, in the March issue of the Jour- 
nal ot Living magazine, may add years to your life. 
After 40, your reflexes slow down. It is these reflexes 
on which your safety as a driver largely depends. 


Although your hands still swerve the wheel auto- 


tomatically wnen sudden danger appears, or your 
foot slams down on the brake, your reactions may bt 
seconds slower than they were. And one second, or 
even a fraction of a second, may make all the differ- 
ence in whether or not you have an accident. 


Forgetting tint your reflexes are slower once you 


pass the age of 40 can cut off many good years from - 
your life, declare^, Dr. Fluck. 


The physician lists four other mistakes which 


may shorten life in middle age: One is to take on 
work which you are physically, mentally or unemo- 
tionally equipped to do. Another is to ignore seem- 
ingly trivial ailments. These may not affect a 
person of twenty, but once past forty, "little" symp- 
toms may be the forerunner of more 
serious 


troubles. 


Mistake number three is to let excess pounds 


pile up. Overweight is a threat to long life. And 
mistake number four is to try to keep up the pace 
of your younger years and not get enough rest.

Experts Say Farm Price Drop 
Doesn't Signify a Depression

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—Present declines In farm prices—par- 
™ ticularly meat and cotton—offer no signs of the beginning of 
another 1929-1932 depression, according to top officials of Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson, asked if he saw any 


parallel to 1932 in today's situation, said flatly, "No, I do not." 


O V. Wells, head of the Bureau of Agriculture Economics, told 


the Senate Agriculture Committee that the drop was more like that 
of 1948-1949. After reaching a peak of over 300 in January, 1948, the 
index of prices received by farmers dropped to 240 in December, 
1949. It then rose for two years to an average of 302 for 1951 


The drop all through 1952 brought the index to 267 in January. 


1953. A further drop of about 5 per cent, bringing the index to around 
250, is possible in 1953, according to- BAE.

»PHE latest BAE "Outlook Digest" points out that the sharp decline 


in farm prices is about ended now, and "even some increase U 


in prospect for the next few months." 


In an effort to reassure farmers and stop mild panic, the Digest 


emphasizes that of 12 major groups of farm products, the prices of 
meat and wool alone are lower now (by about 10 per cent) than be- 
fore the war began in Korea.

Dear Editor: 


Those who favor fluoridatlon are 


only asking that all pay for and 
use something which, may be 
beneficial, is not a necessity and 
which all do not want to use. . 


At present we who want pure 


drinking water can have it, and 
those who want fluoridated water 
can also have It. 


Those favoring fluoridatlon of 


public water may say: "Let those 
who don't want it buy pure bottled 
water—even at the city's expense." 
The answer is that water itself is 
a necessity for normal living.

"Football players, naturally, are tough and aggressive. They can 


stand shock without signs of distress. Nearly all of them have 


. sturdy legs, and basketball is played as much with the legs as the ~ 


arms."

"Check and you'll discover that most athletes make their best 


grades in school when they're competing," he suggests. "They are 
sharp because* of their competitive zeal. They budget their time ' 
better.
